leaves a surplus of only 2314 men, not 
enough for the full regiments. 
That 


orders will be issued i~or recruiting; up 
to the total strength', of 100,000 men. au- 
thorized by congress, is regarded aa 
certain. 
Including the 
negro com- 


mands, 22 regiments of volunteer in- 
fantry are to bo enlisted io the United 
States. 


In the Philippines General Otis is or- 


ganizing two i egi merits, of infantry and. 
one of cavalry. About half the requisite 
number of men for theee regiments have 
been secured from among discharged 
regulars and volunteers who partici- 
pated in the Philippine campaign, and 
th&rest will be supplied from this coun- 
try. 
Each regiment of infantry will 


consist' of 1309 men, exclusive of officers, 
and the cavalry regiments will consist 
of 1200 enlisted men. 
The 24 infantry 


regiments will number 31,416 men, and, 
with the addition of the cavalry regi- 
ments, the volunteers to serve in the 
Philippines will consist of 25 commands, 
numbering in all 32,616. 
Ten volunteer 


regiments, all infantry, have been filled. 
Recruiting for 13 more regiments, in- 
cluding the three in the Philippines, has 
been progressing, and about one-tenth 
of the requisite number of recruits has 
been secured.

EUILKZOLA, 


M. Zola entitles his article "The 


Fifth Act." 
After describing his horror 


on hearing the verdict, which he re- 
gards as a moral Sedan, he accuses the 
army chiefs of having crushed Dreyfus 
in order to save themselves from prison, 
and makes an appeal to the government, 
which, he says, will return to France the 
honor she has lost by the Rennes ver- 
dict, a verdict that he describes as a 
"most extraordinary 
attempt 
against 


truth and justice." 


He asserts that he knew positively in 


January of last year, that Esterhazy 
was the real traitor, the latter having 
furnished Colonel Schwartzkoppen with 
numerous documents—many in, his own 
handwriting—-a complete collection of 
Which is now in Berlin. 


"Since then," he says, "I have lived in 


terror lest Germany should strike us 
with the proofs in her possession, thus 
dishonoring our army in the face of Eu- 
rope, in order to vanquish it easily af- 
terward." 
The article concludes as 


follows: 


"The ministry, which its agents have 


betrayed, the ministry which had the 
Weakness to leave big children with 
muddled minds to play with matches 
and knives, the ministry which has 
forgotten that to govern is to forsee, has 
only to hasten tt* act if it does not wish 
to abandon the good pleasure of Ger- 
many, the fifth act of the drama, the 
denouement before which every French- 
man should tremble.

On Xov. 23 we shall be at Versailles. My 
trial will recommence, inasmuch as it 
is to commence in all its fullness. 
If, 


meanwhile, justice is not done, we will 
again help to da it. 
My beloved, my 


valiant Labori, whose honor has but 
increased, will, therefore, pronounce at 
Versailles the address which he was un- 
able to pronounce at Rennes, and it is 
very simple. 
Nothing will be lost. 


"As for me, I shall not be silent. Hc- 


will merely have to utter the truth with- 
out fear of injuring me, for I arn ready 
to pay for it with my liberty and my 
blood.

I sworel to the innocence of Dreyfus.

swear to it before the entire world, 
which now proclaims it with me, and I 
repeat, truth is on the march.

Paris has remained unexpectedly quiet. 
But this condition of things is not likely 
to continue. The long, heavy rain Sun- 
day, combined with the fact tha.t the 
leaders of the opposing parties were all 
at Rennes, prevented any organized 
demonstration. Then, too, the general 
public were delighted with the verdict. 
Now-, however, they are beginning to see 
the want of logic in conceding "extenu- 
ating circumstances" to a convicted 
traitor, a concession which excites doubt 
as to the strength of the case against 
Dreyfus. 


Moreover, public opinion is being 


sobered by reading the comments of the 
world at large and by the prospect, how- 
ever remote, that the exhibition will be 
boycotted, which would mean a loss of 
millions to the country. 


There is little doubt that the trial of 


the Derouledists next Monday, at which 
it is asserted sensational evidence will be 
developed, and the reopening of the 
chamber of deputies will.be signals for 
fresh troubles. t At present both parties 
are taking breath, but the latent ani- 
mosities are undiminished. 
It is estimated that the last year's 


proceedings have cost the Dreyfus party, 
at least 1,500,000 francs. They do not 
intend to )«t matters rest and rumors are 
revived ot the impending arrest of Gen- 
eral Mercirr. He declares that he does 
not care what happens, being quite satis- 
fied that he has done his duty. 


It is understood also that President 


LoubM opposes such an extreme course 
as prosecuting Mercier or the other gen- 
erals. Ho is rather inclined to a con- 
ciliatory policy, extending even to a 
pardon for Dreyfus. 


Maltre Demange has been blamed for 


conceding s-o many points in his speech; 
but it appears that he did so In the hope 
o! winning another walverer among Uie 
judges who, however, finally joined the 
majority on condition thai the verdict 
would be accompanied with the proviso 
as to extenuating circumstances.

AFRICANDERS ARE 
PKACTICALLY ONE. 


Englmtf Must Face an Army of 160,000 II 


War Should Be Declared. 


Chicago, Sept. 12.—A meeting held ID 


the Cbicago Avenue church last night, 
presided over by Rev. James M. Gray. 
D. D., of Boston, listened to a missionary- 
address by Rev. H. S. Bosr.-an, a native 
of the Transvaal, and pastor of a large 
thurch in Pretoria, now on his way to 
the PanjPresbyterian council at Wash- 
ington. He spoke on the religious, social 
and political condition of that people. 
On the latter point, he said: 


"It is not generally known that a new 


nation is forming in South Africa. The 
word 'boer' means farmer, and if one 
may judge by their filial piety and moral 
conduct the boers are the aristocracy of 
the nation. They are descended from 
the Huguenots, who went to the Cape in 
1688. 


"Up to 30 years ago they cared nothing 


about politics. The national awakening 
is due to J. H. Hofmeyer, and the Afri- 
kander bund, a powerful political as- 
sociation which now controls thp min- 
istry in the Cape Colony. The sympathy 
of this party in the colony is with the 
boers in the present crisis with England, 
so that it can now be said that the 300,- 
000 colonial Afrikanders and the 130,000 
Orange Free State Afrikanders and the- 
150,000 Transvaal Afrikanders are all 
practically one. 


"Imperialism and jingoism in England 


are hastening their unification into an 
African nation which will ultimately be 
independent. They take their politics 
as well as their religion from the Bible, 
and this is why President Kruger is the 
man of strength he is. England seeks 
to be the paramount power in South 
Africa, but she must face an army of 
160,000 Afrikanders altogether, and this 
means that she must send three times 
that number to do so." 


A REBUKE TO FRANCE, 


Call For Nations to Boycott tho Paris 


Exhibition In 1900. 


Would Be a Return For the 


Prostitution of Justice. 


Pastor and Friend Acquitted. 


Cambridge, Mass., Sept. 12.—As the 


result of a free fight in St. Stephen's 
Baptist church (colored) here, Sunday, 
five of the church members, including 
the pastor, John T. Crudup, were ar- 
rigned in court Monday. 
The trial 


of the cases occupied the court all day. 
According to the testimony, 
Crudup 


tried to preach from the pulpit, when 
three others, of the opposing faction, 
seized him by the collar and threw him 
down. 
Crudup's friend, Sidney Davis, 


tried to rescue him, and a rough fight 
ensued, in which the pulpit was torn 
down, a window broken and two police- 
men badly used up. 
The trial occupied 


the entire day, and a large number of 
witnesses were heard. 
At the conclu- 


sion; of the evidence, Pastor Crudup and 
Davis were discharged. The three other 
participants in the melee were found 
guilty of assault and fined $10 each. 
An 


appeal was taken to the higher court. 


Death Caused by a Blow. 


Narragansett Pier. B. I., Sept. 12.— 


The medical examiner's report on the 
somewhat mysterious death of Frank 
H. Shaw, the Brooklyn car inspector, 
has been forwarded to the attorney gen- 
eral 
by 
Medical 
Examiner 
Burns. 


Shaw's body was found on Scarborough 
Beach, Aug. 11, oife hand and a leg being 
tied together. ^The report says that 
Phaw met his death from a blow, in- 
flicted by persons unknown to the ex- 
aminer; that the killing was the result 
of a fight, rather than deliberate, and 
that the man was killed pnior to being 
thrown into the water. 
The testimony 


proved that the tide, could have carried 
the body from the middle of the channel 
of the bay to the beach where it was 
found. 


Many Intending lo Participate Announce the 


Withdrawal of Their Exhibits. 


Halifax, Sept. 12.—J. W. Longley, at- 


torney general of Nova Scotia, issued a 
letter today in which he vigorously de- 
nounces the second condemnation of 
Dreyfus and urges the nations of the 
world to join m a general boycott of the 
Paris exhibition. Mr. Longley says: 


"The fabric upon which social exist- 


ence restsjs ju¥i^:e. Every poor human 
being thai is^Luiied upon to tread this 
earth for a longer or shorter period is 
each moment at 
the mercy of the 


stronger power of his fellow beings, and 
his only capucit> to enjoy life and avail 
himself of its opportunities rebts upon 
the conviction that he shall receive jus- 


i tice at the hands of those with whom his 


destiny is limited. 


"It is not surprising, therefore, that 


the world should stand aghast at the 
spectacle ot a human being condemned 
absolutely without evidence, after a pub- 
lic trial, in the face of the whole world; 
condemned, indeed, in the face o£ the 
fact that the evidence pointed almost 
conclusively to his innocence. At all 
events, it established beyond question 
that his former conviction was the result 
of forgery, falsehood and conspiracy. 


"The public opinion of the world has a 


right to make itself heard and felt in this 
and every matter which outrages the 
sense of justice. 


"It seems to me that the means are at 


hand to make France instantly and 
keenly sensible of the 
moral conse- 


quences of this prostitution of justice. 
A great world's fair is to be held at Paris 
in the year 1900. All the nations of the 
world have been invited to participate 
in this great exposition, and moat of the 
great nations of the world have engaged 
to be there, Great Britain, the United 
States and Canada among the number. 
My proposition is that, in view of this 
infamous moral turpitude of the French 
people, sanctioned by the government 
and upheld by the mob, the other nations 
of the world should one by one refuse to 
participate in this great centennial show. 


"They could very well allege that they 


were afraid to trust their representatives 
in a country where an innocent man can 
be condemned without a shadow of evi- 
dence and without any manly protest 
from the nations at large."

WHEN FASTING IS FATAL. 


Congress May Consider If. 


Washington, Sept. 12.—Baron Fava, 


the Italian ambassador, had an inter- 
view yesterday with Acting Secretary 
Adee respecting the inquiry which is 
making into the killing of the five 
Italians at Tallulah, La., last summer. 
He was informed that the state depart- 
ment had not yet received the detailed 
report of the Louisiana authorities on 
this subject, and it was intimated tha 
the matter might be referred to congress. 
The ambassador was informed also that 
the state department had heard nothing 
of a reported intention on the part of our 
government to apply with greater rigor 
than at present the immigration laws 
with tha purpose of excluding Italian 
immigrants. 


Thousands Will Stay at Home. 


Washington, Sept. 12.—Representative 


Grosvenor of "Ohio, who has just re- 
turned from Europe, where he spent part 
of tihe time in Paris, when asked by a 
Post reporter if the 
Dreyfus verdict 


would hurt the Paris exposition, replied: 
"Beyond a doubt. No nation can afford 
to boycott the exposition as a nation, 
because such action would be a direct 
intuit to France, but individuals can ex- 
press their opinion, and, in my judgment, 
thousands who would otherwise have 
visited Paris will remain on this side. 
This will touch the French in a tender 
spot. The French people are looking 
forward to making a great deal of money 
out of the show.

juice ceases, but saliva and bile are 
still formed. 
The duration of life de- 


pends upon the extent and activity of 
the physiological processes. 


Children die after a fast of from 


three to five days, during which they 
have lost a quarter of their weight. 
Healthy adults, however, have fasted 
CO dnvs when water has been taken. 
. Dr. fcjchaeffer, a German physician, 
notes the case of a woman, aged 47, 
who died after a fast of 43 days, dur- 
ing which she drank water freely. 
Her weight, which was 143 pounds a 
year before her death, was reduced 
to 99 pounds. 
It was a case of sui- 


cidal melancholia, and the woman pa- 
tiently carried out her horrible under- 
taking &o quietly as to scarcely at- 
tract tbe notice of her family and died 
at last calmly and peacefully without 
complaint or apparent evidence of suf- 
fering.—San Francisco Examiner^ 


Girl Let Off With a Lecture. 


Washington, Sept. 12.—The first legal 


whipping that has occurred in this vi- 
cinity since the Civil war has been ad- 
ministered to John Bushard, a young 
colored man, at Roslyn, Va. Bushard 
was charged with attempted criminal 
assault on a colored girl. He was tried 
at once. The case, as such, was not 
made out, but Justice Smith ordered the 
accused to receive 15 lashes on his bare 
back. The sentence was executed in the 
courtroom by Constable Gaines. It was 
at first decided to administer 10 lashes to 
the girl, but she was let off with a lecture 
and was ordered' to keep away from that 
part of the county. 


Mineral Exhibit Withdrawn. 


El Paso, Ttx., Sept. 12.—General Man- 


ager Eddy of the El Paso and North- 
east railway of New Mexico had agreed 
to furnish a splendid mineral exhibit 
of one of the richest mining belts in the 
world for the Paris exposition.

and he says the men talked like ex- 
perts. Saturday night the head gar- 
dener came into the house and told Mrs. 
Wilson that something was the matter 
with the plant she had seen. It was 
drooping and sickly. Everything was 
done to save it, but on Sunday it shriv- 
eled up and died. Three thousand dol- 
lars was a conservative price an orchid 
collector would have put upon the 
plant. 


The leaves of the dead plant were 


sent to Thomas M. Newbold, a chemist, 
who found that on the base of the 
leaves there was a strong preparation 
of some alkali, probably chlorate of 
potash. Mrs. Wilson is sure that this 
is the work of some jealous collector or 
agent of a collector from another city. 
"They were not after that Laelia, I am 
sure," she said, "but another of almost 
the same appearance, of which I have 
the only specimen in existence and 
which nothing could buy. It was ex- 
hibited at Horticultural hall, and the 
plant acquired considerable notoriety at 
that time. 
Some collector, piqued at 


not being able to acquire a specimen, 
has tried to ruin it. It was spite work 
caused by jealousy, I am sure. Many 
orchid collectors have had the same ex- 
perience." 


She has had new locks put on all the 


conservatory doors since. No visitor is 
let out of sight of the gardeners, and 
the names of those who come to see the 
collection are carefully taken, with the 
time of their visit. 


For the past ten years this gorgeous 


orchid flower has been Mrs. Wilson's 
hobby. Always an admirer of orchids, 
about 1894 she decided to go into orchids 
thoroughly, and began a study of this 
millionaire's emblem, sending all over 
the world for specimens of its myriad 
varieties. Europe, 
Asia, 
North 
and 


South America and the isles of the sea 
were explored, each for its 'partic- 
ular production. At important orchid 
centers "agencies for Mrs. Wilson were 
established which from time to time 
have furnished her with rare and val- 
uable pJants, together with information 
regarding their cultivation. 


In this way more than 10,000 orchids 


have been brought together at the Wil- 
son mansion in Philadelphia. 


In its line this assemblage is one of 


the most famous and most extensive in 
existence. A few years ago the collec- 
tion, as it then ftood, was greatly im- 
proved by the addition of that belong- 
ing to' the Erastus Corning estate of 
Albany, which it had taken 40 years to 
gather. 


That a mere plant with a not par- 


ticularly 
attractive 
blossom 
should 


command thousands of dollars in open 
market seems incredible, but it is 
nevertheless true. Some of the rarest 
varieties are the least beautiful, and 
by the eye alone no one can estimate 
the value of a collection. All of the 
great florist firms have professional 
orchid collectors. They brave the fast- 
nesses of the forests of the Amazon and 
Orinoco rivers and are exposed to the 
deadly fevers and miasmas of swamps 
where the anacondas and boa constric- 
tors are the least of the evils to be en- 
countered. 
The most inaccessible approaches to 


the Himalayas and Andes are threaded 
in every direction by these hardy and 
fearless caterers to a fad, and the is- 
lands of Java and Borneo, with all their 
difficulties, have been searched from 
shore to shore in the insatiable hunt. 
The flowers must be had at any price, 
and have often been paid for at the 
sacrifice of human life. 


Mrs. Wilson's collection is assembled 


in seven great glass houses that were 
erected in the rear of the Wilson man- 
sion at the cost of thousands of dollars.

Catherine de' Medici first introduced 


the corset into France. Her example, 
however, was not followed by Mary 
Stuart or Diana Poitiers, though it was 
admitted by all the ladies of the French 
court that it was utterly indispensable 
to the beauty of the female figure. In 
those days the corset was in its infancy 
and was fashioned more after the style 
of a knight's cuirass than anything 
else. 
The framework was made entirely of 


I iron, and the velvet which decorated 
the exterior only served to hide a fright- 
ful and cumbersome article of torture. 
This state of things, so ruinous to 
health and personal convenience, could 
not last long, and the artisans of those 
days gave much time and thought to- 
ward rendering the metal more light 
and. pliable. 


The corset found great favor in the 


eyes of Louis XIV, but in the following 
reign it was threatened with entire 
banishment from the toilet. Fashion 
took a rural and simple turn, many of 
the court celebrities being guided by 
the taste of Boucher, in whose pictures 
many of them appear as shepherds and 
shepherdesses. 
When the painter de- 


parted, however, fashion returned once 
more Ho the eccentricities and extrava- 
gances of former times. 


Corsets were again forgotten during 


the Revolution, bfing practically ta- 
booed by the fashionable world. The 
beauties of the day went in for classic- 
al fashions, Roman dress being held in 
especial esteem. 
The empire did away with the classic 


fashions, but did not take the corset 
back into favor. High waists were all 
the vogue, and the more decollete a 
costume the more fashionable it was 
considered. With the fall of the em- 
pire came the fall of the waists, ana 
then, as a matter of course, the retw» 
to the corset followed.

"It must be plain to any ono who 


gives the matter thought that we suf- 
fer enormous losses each year as a 
result of bad roads," says Otto Dorner, 
chairma.n of the L. A. W. highway im- 
provement committee. 
"But what do 


these lopses really amount to, and how 
murh would be saved if wo had un- 
formly good roads? We must say that 
it doesn't cost the farmer anything to 
market his crops because ho does all 
the hauling- himself. True, but isn't his 
time worth something? Suppose that in 
place of every ton of wheat or hay or 
potatoes loaded on his wagon he was 
able, ns a result of good roads, to load 
up two tons, and to market the entire 
flop of his farm with just half thulabor 
and in just half the time which is re- 
quired at present, wouldn't the amount 
of time ho could save be worth some- 
thing, and wouldn't it be" worth sav- 
ing? Labor is the farmer's working 
capital, which he Is continually seeking 
lo make OH productive as possible. 


If there is a method o? accomplish- 


ing twice as much as heretofore with a 
given amount of effort, it is to his in- 
terest to discover and adopt it. Econo- 
my of labor means additional acres 
which he can find time to make pro- 
ductive. The only way to compute the 
value of labor is to inquire what it 
would cost if it had to be purchased. 
It has been found that if the farmers 
of the United States had to pay some 
one else for marketing their crops it 
would cost them on an average 25 cents 
every time a ton was hauled a mile 
nearer to market. In other words, it 
costs 25 cents per ton per mile. I say on 
an average, for It costs considerably 
less In many localltcs. Yet it costs 
sufficiently more in many others to 
nifikc the average a<; Ihrge. as* stater;. 


"Taking an 'average of the number 


of mi{e,n they are traveled, It coats 


on an average J3.02 ter ton to briug 
them from the- farm to the railroad 
station. It costs only $1.87 in the 
northern and eastern states, but In the 
Pacific coast and Mountain states it 
runs up as high as $5.12. This, of course, 
is for the value of the farmer's! time 
and that of his team and wagon, or 
what he would have to pay some one 
else, at a fair price, to do his hauling 
for him. 


"How was all this found out? It is 


the result of careful Inquiries made 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture and of estimates' received 
from farmers in 1,200 different coun- 
ties throughout the United States, in 
reply to 10,000 requests for such infor- 
mation. These inquiries were made for 
the simple purpose of getting at the 
facts in the matter, so that the farmers 
might know what could be saved by 
the building of good roads and might 
i e ter able to determine how much they 
could afford to spend for building them. 
"Further inquiries were made into the 
cost of hauling crops in the good roads 
districts of Europe. These were made 
through the United States consuls sta- 
t'oi.ed 
in viriius European cities, 


who were instructed to find out the 
exact facts in the matter. Itt was 
found, as a result of their investiga- 
tions, that the average cost of mar- 
keting a ton of farm produce in Europe 
was only S 6-10 cents per mile as against 
25 cents in the United States, 
"It appears, then, as a result of the 
careful investigation, that it costs1 us 
in the United States just about three 
times as much to> market our farm 
crops as it does in, European countries, 
where good, roads have been built. 
Farmers there are able to make their 
loads three times as great as ours, ow- 
ing to better roads. 


"But we are not obliged to go to Eu- 


rope for illustrations as to good roads, 
for we have, fortunately, a few local- 
ities in our own country which fur- 
nish 
such 
examples. 
Mecklenburg 


county, N. C., not long ago began the 
construction of a system of macadam, 
roads. It was customary there to load 
up two bales of cotton cm a waon io be 
hauled by a mule team. The mules 
could draw this load very well during 
dry weather. After a rain, when the 
roads were soft, the load was too muoh 
for even a pair of tough mules. After 
the county had begun to build roads 
this load was doubled several times, 
and it was found that the same two 
mules were able to haul as much as 
12 bales, or six tons, in, place of their 
former load, which amounted to only 
a single ton. And. more*—the improved 
roads made it possible to haul this 
load in wet and dry weather alike, for, 
being- properly built of stone, they are 
fit for use immediately after a heavy 
rain* 


"The office of road inquiry In the 


Department of Agriculture has esti- 
mated that over $600,000,000 might be 
saved annually in the United States 
by the construction of good roads. The 
statistics -of the department of agricul- 
ture show the total amount of all kinds 
of grain raised in the United States. 
The amount consumed on the farms 
was estimated as- being offset by a 
large amount of other articles hauled 
by farmers on the public roads. By 
reducing this all to tons and using 
their inquiries into the cost of hauling 
one ton as a basis it was found that 
the total cost of haulage amounted to 
$946,414,665 and that two-thirds of this 
enormous amount might be saved each 
year. 


"This estimate tallies with a similar 


estimate of the hauling done on our 
country roads which wasi made bv 
John M. Stahl, the secretary of the 
Farmers' National Congress. He based 
his figures upon the statistics1 of rail- 
road and rivar transportation covering 
farm products."

There are court historians in China, 


as there are in other countries, but 
there is one striking difference, and it 
lies in the fact that the work of the 
Chinese court historians does not see 
the light until the reigning dynasty 
comes to an end. 


In this way these Celestial historians 


have an opportunity to describe most 
truthfully the virtues and vices of the 
valorous rulers and the real signifi- 
cance of the events which take place 
during their regime. They can write 
what they please without fear of cen- 
sure, for they know that their work 
will not be published as long as the 
reigning dynasty lasts. 


This has been the rule for more than 


2,000 years, the first court historian 
having been appointed by the impe- 
rial house of Han, which reigned from 
206 B. C- until 25 A. D. 


The duty of these historians Is to 


write plain accounts of all the events 
that occur during their tenure of of- 
fice. At regular intervals their com- 
pleted work Is taken from them and is 
locked up la an iron safe or vault 
There it remains until the first member 
of a newrdynasty ascends the throne. 


It is then given with all the other 


histories In the vault to the court 
historian, who is then living, and from 
the mass of documents he is expected 
to prepare a truthful history of the 
dynasty which has just expired. The 
present dynasty has been reigning 
since 1640 and consequently no court 
history has been published since that 
date.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch

40 years old, aiid who yet has livcu 
long enough to seo the German flap car- 
ried into the heart of Africa, thanks to 
his courage and enterprise—that such a 
man should be by Germany turned 
adrift, -while the colonial office in Ber- 
lin is lumbered up with a set of bureau- 
cratic pedagogues, the whole volume of 
whose learning and training is practi- 
cally valueless.—Unrper's Weekly.

THE ALLEGATIONS AGAINST OTIS, 


To Test Wall Papers. 


Arsenic is very often present in the 


pigment used for wall papers, and as 
every one knows, if one covers one's 
walls with a paper containing deadly 
poison one's health must suffer. It is 
Important, therefore, to select wall pa 
pers which do not contain arsenic, and 
the method of testing them Is simple in 
the extreme. Take a piece of the paper 
and light it, and if arsenic be present 
you will notice an odor like that of 
garlic.

at Manila Writeii u Full Account to 
HU Manager of the I*rote»t to the 
Comnmndiug General In the Phil- 
Ippiiion Ajrttiust SupprmniuK New*. 
In reply to a request from Melville E. 


Stone, general manager 01 the Associ- 
ated Press, for a full and exact state- 
ment concerning General Otis' treat- 
ment of newspaper correspondents and 
their protest against the suppression of 
news Kobe-it M. Collins, the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press, wrote the 
following private letter, under date of 
Manila, July 30, which has just been 
made public: 


"Your request for a detailed record 


of all circumstances leading to tha 
statement cabled to the newspapers by 
all the correspondents in Manila is just 
received. In the beginning it should be 
explained that correspondents had the 
question of taking some united action 
to secure the right to send the facts 
about the -war, or, failing in that, to ex- 
plain to our papers and the public why 


i we were not telling the facts, two 
'months before the cablegram was re- 
leased. 


"The censorship enforced during the 


war and before the beginning of it 
,was, according to newspaper men who 
had worked in Japan, Turkey, Greece, 
Egypt and Russia in wartimes and in 
Cuba under the Weyler regime and 
during our war, so much more strin- 
'gent than any hitherto attempted that 
we were astonished that the American 
authorities should countenance it and 
were confident public opinion would be 
overwhelmingly against it if its meth- 
ods and purposes became known. 


"For a long time we submitted to the 


censorship because of appeals to our 
patriotism and a feeling that we might 
be accused of a lack thereof if we 
made any trouble for the American au- 
thorities here. 


1 ''But when General Otis came down 
in the frank admission that it was 
not intended so much to prevent the 
newspapers from giving information 
and assistance to the enemy (the le- 
Igitimate function and, according to our 
view, the only legitimate one, of a 
censorship), but to keep the knowl- 
|edge of conditions here from the pub- 
'lie at home, and when the censor had 
repeatedly told us in ruling out plain 
statements of undisputed facts, 'My 
instructions are to let nothing go that 
can hurt the administration.' we con- 
cluded that protest was justifiable. 


"Otis had gained the idea from the 


long submission by the 
newspaper 


men to his dictation that it was part 
iof the duty of the governor general to 
.direct the newspaper correspondents 
ias he did his officers. 
Much of the 


'censorship was conducted by him per- 
isonally, the censor sending a corre- 
ispondent to the general with any dls- 
,patches about which he had doubts. 


v "In this way the entire American 


I press was made the personal organ of 
'Otis, we were compelled to send noth- 
llng but the 
official version of all 


jevents and conditions, even when the 
(Official view controverted the opinions 
Iof the great mass of the officers in the 
[field and of intelligent residents and 
cwas a falsification of events which 
[passed before our eyes. 


, "On comparing notes we found that 
[we had among us learned the views of 
[all the American generals and most of 
|the other prominent men in Manila 
iwhose opinions were worth considering 
!and that there was a practical unanim- 
ity of opinions of the situation. 
The 


dispatch prepared was an epitome of 
these opinions. The pressure upon us 
to "tell the truth" from army officers 
(of high rank and men of all classes had 
'been something tremendous, and we 
ihave been accused of cowardice and 
,all sorts of things. Before taking any 
'steps we concluded to talk to Otis, 
and he made vague promises of greater 
liberality. 


"About the middle of June I wrote 


ia conservative review to the effect that 
,every one here was convinced that it 
Jwould be impossible to end the war 
during the rainy season and for some 
[time thereafter unless heavy re-en- 
iforcements were sent. 


"The censor's comment (I made note 


of it) was: 'Of course we all know that 
iwe are in a terrible mess out here, but 
••we don't want the people to get excited 
about it. If you fellows will only keep 
quiet now, we will pull through in time 
•without any fuss at home.' 
! "He took the review to General Otis, 
,who said: 
' '"Tell Collins that If he will hold 
that for a week or ten days he will 
jthauk me for not letting him send it.' 
1 "When I went to see him, he repeat- 
ed the same old story about the insur- 
rection going to pieces and hinted so 
portentously about having wonderful 
(things up his sleeve that I almost be- 
lieved him. The other men had practi- 
cally the same experience. 


'•So, after waiting a month for the 


general's predictions to materialize, we 
decided to send the statement we had 
framed without changing it, as the 
conditions had not changed. 
."The views were the views of Law- 


ton, MacA.rtb.ur, Funston, Wheaton, et 
M., and we could not be accused of 
prejudice against the administration. 
The attempt to hold the newspapers by 
the throat was so unusual that unusual 
action seemed to be justified and de- 
manded. As a matter of form, we took 
the message to the censor. His com- 
ment was practically the same that he 
tad made on my message. He did not 
question the accuracy of the statement 
of conditions but said, 'This Is just the 
sort of manor tho censorship ti Intend- 
ed to suppress.' 


"He of course took it to Otis, who, In 


turn, sent the messenger requesting 
DavU of the New York Sun to go and 
eee him, doubtless thinking that, as he 
had treated The Sun as his organ and 
Its correspondents being under obliga- 
tions to him for special favors, he could 
work them to give up the plan. Thomp- 
son said he thought Collins and Mc- 
Cutcheon should go also. A committee 
was chosen—Davis, McCutcheon, Bass 


•"Wiien we were ushered Into Otis' 


room, he said, with some anger: 


" 'Gentlemen, you have served an ex- 


tra ordinary paper upon ire. You ac- 
cuse uie of falsehood. ThU constitute 
a conspiracy against the government. 
I M ill have you tried by o. general court 
martial and let you choose the judges.' 


"\Ve knew from experience with 


threats to 'put you off the Island' that 
there was nothing to be frightened 
about, and also knew that all* officers 
who would b< ou a court martial would 
know we told the- truth. Thrte hours 
nf exceedingly plain talk followed. 


"Dealing with the specifications, we 


said 'that the hospital officers refused 
to give us any information as to the 
number of sick, 011 the ground that he 
had instructed them to withhold facts. 


"His reply was that the hospitals 


were full of perfectly well men who 
were shirking and should be turned 
out. 
To send home figures of the 


numbers in hospitals would be entire- 
ly misleading. 


"In the matter of prejudice against 


the navy, it was stated on the parts 
of the correspondents that all were 
compelled to change their accounts of 
the taking of Iloilo, to make it appear 
that the army had done the work with 
immediate assistance from warship? 
and that only a few houses were burn- 
ed. The unquestioned facts 'told in 
the original stories were that the sol- 
diers did not land until three hours 
after the marines had raised the flag 
and chased the insurgents out. 


"General Otis explained that the 


navy was so anxious for glory that it 
disobeyed instructions by landing be- 
fore the proper time, etc., although 
the correspondents could not have 
boen permitted to send that ej,|>nna- 
tion had they known it, and were forc- 
ed to give in a false account. 


"Davis said: 'When I returned to 


Manila, I asked what I would be per- 
mitted to send, and you told me all 
facts, news about military operations 
not helpful to the enemy and my opin- 
ions as opinions.' 


"General Bates was present through- 


out the interview. At the close Gen- 
eral Otis turned to him and asked: 


" 'What would you do with these 


gentlemen, general?' 


"Bates promptly replied, 'I would do 


what I said.' 
" 'Court martial them?' Otis asked. 
" 'No, let them send what you prom- 


ised—the facts and opinions as opin- 
ions,' Bates said. 


"The next morning Otis sent for Da- 


vis and tried to talk him over. The 
committee thrashed over the same 
ground, and the result was a state- 
ment in effect that we might send any- 
thing which in his opinion was 'not 
prejudicial to the interests of the Unit- 
ed States.' 


"There were two or three days of im- 


provement and greater liberality in the 
censorship, then it dropped into the old 
rut 


"The position of the newspaper cor- 


respondents here is, as it has been 
from the beginning, most difficult. Otis 
closed to us every possible source of in- 
formation. Only yesterday, when 1 at- 
tempted to send a report of the bom- 
bardment of Paete, the truthfulness of 
which was unquestioned, he immedi- 
ately sent for Lawton and demanded 
to know liow it had been made public 
and told Lawton to jump on to the 
members of his staff. 


"Recently I filed what I thought a 


most inoffensive statement that the 
business men who had appeared before 
the commission had advocated the re- 
tention of the existing silver system of 
currency. 


"The censor said: 'I ought not to let 


that go. That would be a lift for 
Bryan. My instructions are to shut off 
everything that could hurt McKinley's 
administration. That is free silver.' 


"1 .explained that the silver system 


here was not 16 to 1, and with seem- 
ing reluctance he '0. K.'d' the item. 


"The charge that we had cared for 


nothing but to make sensations for our 
papers is most unjust, for I doubt if 
ever a body of newspaper men were 
more conservative in the presence of 
unlimited provocation for sensational- 
ism. 


"There has,been, according to Otis 


himself and the personal knowledge 
of every one here, a perfect orgy of 
looting and wanton destruction of prop- 
erty and most outrageous blackmail- 
lug of the natives and Chinamen in 
Manila, and various incidents like the 
shooting down of several Filipinos for 
attempting to run from arrest at a 
cockfight, not to mention court mar- 
tlals of officers for cowardice and the 
dismissal of General 
for getting 


hopelessly drunk on the eve of two Im- 
portant battles, all of which the cor- 
respondents have left untouched by 
common consent. 


"Also there are the usual number of 


army scandals and intrigues, which we 
have not aired, foremost among them 
the fact (it is universally considered a 
fact In the army) that Otis is deeply 
prejudiced against and Jealous of Law- 
ton, and has. done everything'in his 
power to keep Lawton In the back- 
ground and prevent him from making 
a reputation. 


"The only time General Otis has giv- 


en ns any freedom was during his row 
with Schurman over the peace negotia- 
tions, when (by insinuation and those 
attempted .diplomatic methods' which 
public men seem to think newspaper 
men do not see through) he was encour- 
aging us to 'roast' Schurman and take 
his side."

men who have regarded with some fa- 
vor the idea of consolidating the milk 
business of the city by forming: a 
stock company and opening a milk de- 
pot are changing their views. 
Some 


of them re.oort that their customers 
are stoutly opposed to anything- of the 
sort and s>ay they would rather ;>ay 
their regular milkmen eight cents a 
quart than to have the business go 
into the haauls of a company which 
would control the milk business of the 
city. In addition to this the milkmen 
begin to realize that it will b" a great 
deal easier for them to £vt out of the 
field than to get batk in ajwin, in case 
they should ever desire to do so, and 
there I,* no doubt that at the present 
time most of them are inclined to h"!d 
off. 
The opinion is gaininsr ground 


that a milk company, once organized 
and thoroughly established, will be in- 
clined to conduct the business for Us 
o\\ n benefit, and that ultimately it 
would buy its milk where it could bo 
bought chf.iprpt, even if it lia*l to go 
to lloosick or Charlemont for it. 
In 


that case the wholesale price of milk 
would have to tumble, and they would 
not be able to cut much figure against 
a strong company should they attempt 
to re-establish individual routes.

Its 
object was to guard the so-called honor 
of the French army, ttnt what will be 
thought of an army whosr> honor is to 
be preserved only by the conviction of 
an innocent man.

France has bocome as great a laughing 
stock as that of Spain. France will 
never recover from this suicidal thrust 
at her own heart. Let Dreyfus go into 
imprisonment if he must but he can 
better afford to do HO than can France 
afford to send him.
